Calls Made P ublic; 
W arning on Stev ens’ 
Ban of Testim onies 


WASHINGTON, J une 5 (/P)— 
Senator McCarthy (R-W is) ang­ 
rily told Secretary of the Army 
Stevens last Feb. 20 that “ y ou 
will live to regret” orders for­ 
bidding Army generals to testify 
before the senator, it v^'as dis­ 
closed tonight. 
Tex ts of three monitored phone 
calls between McCarthy and Ste­ 
vens were made public by a per­ 
son who declined to let his name 
be used publicly . 
One of the calls showed that 
last Nov. 7 McCarthy urged Ste­ 
vens “ for God’s sake” not to as­ 
sign G. David Schine to the Mc­ 
Carthy 
Investigating 
committee 
after Schine got into the Army . 
“ If y ou put him into service to 
work with the committee, all hell 
would break loose, and the Presi­ 
dent would be calling y ou not to 
play favorites because any one is 
(HI a committee,” McCarthy said. 
Then, referring to Roy Cohn, 
his chief counsel, who had been 
insisting he needed Schine’s help 
in preparing committee reports, 
McCarthy added: 
“ I think for Roy ’s sake if y ou 
can let him come back for week­ 
ends or something so his girls 
won’t get too lonesome—may be if 
they shave his hair off, he won’t 
want to come back.” 
Schine has liglit brown wavy 
hair. 
The Army side of the big con­ 
troversy charges that the McCar­ 
thy camp used improper pressure 
for favored treatment for Schine, 
a former M<KJ arthy aide, but say s 
that sometimes when Cohn was 
not present, McCarthy indicated 
he was not avid for Schine’s serv­ 
ices. 
In the Nov. 7 phone call, Mc­ 
Carthy told Stevens with refer­ 
ence to Schine: 
“ He is a good boy , but there is 
nothing indispensable about him ‘ 
In the televised hearings, Cohn 
has insisted that the McCarthy 
side pressed for no special favors 
for Schine. He said that the only 
purpose was to obtain Schine’s 
services, whenever he could be 
spared from Army duties, to wind 
up work he was doing for the 
McCarthy subcommittee. 
The McCartliy side, in deny ing 
any improper pressure, has coun­ 
tercharged that “ Pqptagon politi­ 
cians” tried to use Schine as a 
hó st&g e to stall McCarthy ’s in­ 
vestigation of alleged Communists 
at Ft. Monmouth, N.J . 
The tex ts of 
the 
monitored 
phone calls made public tonight 
were not complete, some material 
having been omitted. 
McCarthy 
told 
newsmen 
the 
tex ts were accurate, ex cept for the 
omissions. He said they w ill be 
placed in evidence Monday at the 
televised hearings on the furious 
row between McCarthy and aides 
and the Army camp. 
One omission was a sentence 
which McCarthy said he will ask 
the hearing subcommittee not to 
make public, lest it embarrass a 
third party . Any way , he said, it 
would shed no light on the con­ 
troversy . 
There were dashes, or dots in 
the tex ts, which, McCarthy said, 
indicated omissions by the Penta­ 
gon stenographer who took down 
the calls in shorthand. 
The McCarthy -Army hearings 
are in recess until Monday , fol­ 
lowing the introduction in evi­ 
dence of transcripts of Pentagon- 
monitored talks between Stevens 
and

which McCarthy has contended

The McCarthy -Army transcripts 
made available tonight are dat» ^ 
last Nov. 7 , J an.

The Feb. 20 talk was one placed 
by Stevens to McCarthy . In it 
Stevens informed the Wisconsin 
senator that Stevens had ordered 
Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwic.ker not 
to respond to a subpoena sum­ 
moning the general to a public 
hearing, unles guarantees were 
forthcoming that Swicker would 
not be a target for “ abuse. 
McCarthy had severly criticized 
Zwicker, imply ing he was unfit 
to command.

has assured Prime Alinister Adnan 
Alenderes of Turkey that nilita ry 
assistance for his nation in the 
nex t 12 months will total around 
200 million dollars and that arms 
deliveries will be speeded up. 
Menderes thus left Washington 
today with what appeared to be 
a considerable personal triumph 
to his credit. He had averted a 
heavy cut in U.S. military aid 
funds for Turkey , had gotten a 
promise that the funds in fact 
w'ould total a little more in the 
nex t fiscal y ear than in the pres­ 
ent one, and had obtained the 
speed-up agreement. 
President Eisenhower and Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles told Men- 
deres"^ that they consider his na­ 
tion a key ally in the world Com­ 
munist conflict. They assured him 
of continued economic assistance, 
though at a somewhat lower level 
in the nex t fiscal y ear, and went 
about as far as they could to 
promise both military and eco­ 
nomic help to meet essential Tur­ 
kish requirements over the nex t 
several y ears.

Tomato Bliffbt Can Be Ex pected 
If the weather remains cool as 
it has the past week, I think that 
blig ht in tomatoes 
can 
be ex ­ 
pected. Four-H’ers carry ing g ar­ 
den projects in which tomatoes 
are involved should follow a .« pray 
prog ram to help 
control 
these 
tomato diseases. Foliag e diseases 
seem to be the cause of one of 
the g reatest losses to tomato pro­ 
ducers. These diseases are leaf 
spot, early blig ht, late blig ht, and 
in some cases, nailhead spot and 
anthracnos. I noticed quite a bit 
of nailhead spot and some an­ 
thracnos, as well as blig ht, last 
y ear. Good control of these dis­ 
eases depends upon a g ood job 
of spray ing with 
proper 
spray 
material. And, of course, thoroug h 
coverag e is the key to most any 
spray prog ram. 
The following spray schedule 
is outlined in Circular 59 3, To­ 
mato Disease Control. A copy of 
this circular iqay 
be 
obtained 
either by the mem.bers or 4-H 
leader at the County Ex tension 
Office. The spray prog ram is as 
follows: Spray with fix ed copper 
when 
the 
plants are 12 to 15 
inches hig h. 
The second spray 
should be put on when the first 
tomatoes are set, w'hich is usually 
around J une 20. It should be a 
fix ed copper spray also. The nex t 
spray would be 10 day s later using 
Zerlate or Karbam White at the 
rate of four teaspoonfuls to the 
g allon of water. From this point, 
g arden members should alternate­ 
ly spray w ith Copper and Zerlate 
every 10 days. The fix ed copper 
spray .should be mix ed at the rate 
of eig ht teaspoonsful of 50 per 
cent copper to the g allon of water. 
To control the insects, y ou can 
put in two teaspoonsful of raelh- 
ox y chlor per g allon and one tea­ 
spoon of lindane per g allon. These 
insecticides can be used up until 
three weeks of harvest. Then you 
should switch to Rhotenone prep­ 
arations altog ether. Under no con­ 
ditions should you use nicotine 
sulphate on icmatoes, or near to­ 
matoes. 
The vapor and fumes 
g iven off from nicotine sulphate 
have a tendency to throw toma­ 
toes into mosaic wilt. 
Fertilizer Carry over 
Since there have been approx ­ 
imately forty 100-bushel 4-H corn 
projects in the county during the 
last two y ears, we should be g et­ 
ting some g ood residual effects 
from these heavy applications of 
fertilizer on the following crops. 
I would be very 
interested 
to 
know if any 4-H’ers who have 
outstanding 
prospects 
of 
small 
g rain crops follcwdng the previous 
100-bushel corn project. We know 
that last y ear we had several boys 
with outstanding wheat and oats 
y ields where these crops followed 
their corn. Should a 4-H member

I Prepare for Horn Flies 


i 
Since horn flies are responsible 
for reduced g ains 
on 
cattle, it 
mig ht be well to prepare for 
these insects now. Any 4-H mem­ 
ber can make a simple cable-ty pe 
back rubber that has been g iving 
g ood results in several parts of 
the state. These back rubbers can 
be made by string ing a cable of 
barbed wire between two posts 
that are set about 15 to 20 feet 


apart. This cable is made by 
wrapping three strands of barbed 
wire around the fourth* strand. 
Gunny sacks should be wrapped 
around this cable of wire and tied 
with binder twine or baler twine. 
Then the care should be attached 
about four feet up on the post so 
that the cable will hang within 
18 . inches of the g round in the 
center. It's a g ood idea to use an 
iron ring or a wire loop to attach' 
the wire cable to the post because 
continual rubbing on the wire, if 
tied directly to the post, will soon 
crvstallize the wire and break the 
cable. Soak the sacks with 5 per 
cent DDT oil spray Now, if you 
have trouble finding this spray, 
y ou can mix it y ourself by adding 
one quart of 25 per cent DD'T 
emulsifiable concentrate to four 
quarts of oil. 
It usually ..takes 
about a g allon of this insecticide 
to soak these sacks for the first 
time and then about two quarts 
every two weeks to keep this back 
rubber charg ed. This is a precau-

Adlai Say s 
Country Has 
Bad Neurosis 


NEW YORK OR—Adlai E. Stev­ 
enson said today America is suf­ 
fering from a “national neurosis” 
of self-doubt and may be at the 
crrjssFoads of democracy and total­ 
itarianism. 
“That we are not invulnerable. 
. . . is, I think , demonstrated by 
many symptoms,” he said, “of 
which McCarthyism . . . is only 
one.” 
The 
Democratic tx>minee 
for president told a bicentennial 
conference of Columbia University 
he ha# been disturbed “by what 
seems to me the chorus at home, 
and abroad of irrational criticism, 
abuse and mistrust of America, its 
motives and its peoples. 
“I don’t mean just the . . . at­ 
tack s on academic freedom, the 
pressure for conformity, our fail­ 
ures in the field of foreign affairs, 
or the present wretched manifesta­ 
tions in Washington of our national 
neurosis,” he said in a prepared 
address. 
Although he did not say so, the 
“manifestations” he referred to ap­ 
parently were the hearings involv­ 
ing the Army and Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy (R-WLs). 
“Rather I am talk ing about mal­ 
ice, distemper and the new fash­ 
ion of being cynical, sarcastic and 
sk eptical alx)ut America, or about 
fellow Americans in large groups 


“What’s the matter with us, 
any­ 
how?” he ask ed. “Die usual diag­ 
nosis i# ignorance and fear . . . 
“But 
I 
wonder if all < these 
alarming concerns are not Ameri­ 
ca’s surface symptoms of some­ 
thing deeper; of a moral and hu­ 
man crisis in the Western world 
which might even be compared to 
the 5th and 
6th Century crisis when 
the Roman empire was 
trans­ 
formed into fuedalism and early 
Christianity, or the crisis of a 
thousand years later when the 
feudal world exploded and the in­ 
dividual emerged with a new re- 
lationaship to God, nature and so­ 
ciety . . . 
“Since man cannot live by bread 
alone, is niot the underlying crisis 
whether he is going to ^ inspired 
and motivated again by the ideas 
of the humanistic tradition of the 
Western culture, or whether he 
falls for the new pagan religions, 
the worship of the state and a 
leader, as millions of believers in 
the Fascist or Soviet systems have 
already done?”

Supreme Court banned racial seg­ 
regation in Texas public schools. 
Gov. Allan Shivers and state edu­ 
cation leaders have said it would 
tak e a year or more to implement 
the court’s decision in Texas. 
Minister.s of the 15 churches tail­ 
ing the steps toward all-white pa­ 
rochial schools said last night that 
segregation was “not the main is­ 
sue” that prompted them to mak e 
their plans. 
Bible teaching in the schools was 
the main discussion point in last 
night’s meeting of the Baptist min­ 
isters, a spok esman said. 
“The idea behind this thing,” 
the Rev. B. F. Dearmore said, “is 
that our children might be ade­ 
quately taught, stressing the Bible 
and separation of the races.” 
Dearmore said his group hoped 
to raise money for the project 
through 
donations 
and tuitions. 
From three to five grade schools 
and a central high school, with an 
eventual enrollment of 1,000. are 
envisioned, he said. 
Teacher qualifications, he said, 
would be equal to state of Texas 
requirements. Enrollment in the 
Baptist schools would not be Tm- 
ited to children whose parents are 
members of the 15 churches, he 
continued, adding that “any white 
child” would be eligible to attend.

As governor of New Jersey from 
1935 to 1937, Hoffman’s term cov­ 
ered the sensational trial in which 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann was 
convicted of the k idnaping and 
slaying of 19 -month-oTd Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr.

Sloar Power 
Generator 


BALTIMORE 
The Air Force 
announced today dev elopment of 
a solar generator which when re- 
Rned oould conv ert sunlight into 
enough energy 
run a home. 
ITie Air Research and Dev elop­ 
ment Command said the new gen­ 
erator ev olv ed through research 
conducted by Donald C. Reynolds 
and Lt. Col. Gerard M, Leies at 
the Wright .Air Dev elopment Cen­ 
ter near Dayton, Ohio. 
liast April 25, BeU Telephone Co, 
unv eiled a solar battery which con­ 
v erts s u n l i g h t into electricity 
thro'agh silicon transistors. Light 
striking razor-thin strips of silicon 
creates a flow of electric current 
in atoms in the strips. 
Both the Bell dev ice and the 
Air Force generator are capable 
of storing up the energy taken 
from the sun. 
The Air Force generator uses 
cadmium sulfide, a yellow powder 
employed as a pigment in the man­ 
ufacture of paint. 
The powder is processed into 
crystal form. The Air Force said 
a “ wafer-thin slaj” of the crystal, 
four feet by fifteen feet, would 
supply enough current to take care 
of a house. 
Col. Leies and Reynolds said 
prev iousl.y used substances failed 
to prov ide enough current to be 
practical. 
Ihe 
pilot 
model 
supplies 
a 
charge of one quarter of a v olt 
and can operate an electric clock. 
The slab capable of supplying 
the pow*er needs of a house could 
either rest on the roof or be built 
Into it, the ARDC announcement 
said. 
The crystal in the first model is 
about the size of a sugar cube. 
“ Attached to opposite sides of 
the crystal are electrodes, or term­ 
inals. A wire running from the 
positiv e electrode to a motor or 
battery and back to the negativ e 
electrode forms the circuit. That 
simple dev ice is the solar gen­ 
erator,” the Air Force said.

Cohn and Schine in Europe

WASHINGTON — The full story has never 
been told of the Cohn-Schine comic-opera in­ 
vestig ation of Europe that first catapulted Sen­ 
ator McCarthy ’s double-trouble boy s into public 
spotlig ht 
The two junior G-men made a barnstorming 
trip throug h Europe last y ear, breezing in and 
out of a few U. S. libraries, and holding con­ 
spiratorial conferences with a moteiy collection 
of informants, including a suspected Communist 
jipy , a German politician fired for embezzle­ 
ment, and 
a discredited journalist making a 
living circulating anti-American-anti-Eisenhow- 
er throw sheets. 
Advance spadework for their trip was done 
by Arthur Noy es, a string er for the pro-Mc- 
Carthy Chicag o Tribune. The day before tne 
McCarthy team arrived in Frankfort, Noy es 
hustled over to the U. S. Library and searched 
throug h the book catalog ues for controversial 
f 
authors. He also collected information from 
an ex -Nazi, named Fred Rudl, who had been 
sent by Hitler to Prag ue after the annex ation 
of Czechoslovakia to “Ary anize” the famous 
Orbis Publishing House. 
A few weeks later, Chicag o Tribune publisher 
Col. Robert McCormick passed throug h Ger­ 
many and handed Noy es a $1,000 check. 
“You have done a g ood job my boy , and I 
can see that y ou need 
a vacation,” remarked 
the colonel.

The two McCarthy g unwhoes seemed unusual­ 
ly preoccupied with investig ating alleg ed homo- 
sex ualj, including one very prominent U. S, 
official. 
The pair also madfe a show of reg istering for 
separate hotel rooir^, remarking loudly that 
they didn’t work for the State Department. 


The incident of their q ukrrel in a Frankfort 
hotel corridor, reported in this column one y ear 
ag o, was actually reported at the time by the 
United Press representative in Germany . But 
up tup^riors killed it, possibly in line with the 
solicitude which press associations have some­ 
times display ed toward McCarthy . 
What happened was that Schine discovered 
a notebook missing , and dispatched his driver 
back to the hotel to search his other trousers. 
When the driver returned empty handed, Schine 
drag g ed Cohn to the hotel with him to look for 
it. On the way , Schine accused Cohn of stealing 


it. The spat g ot so heated in the hotel corridor 
that Schine smacked Cohn over the head with 
a rolled-up mag azinf.-. Schine also demanded 
a search of Cohn’s lug g ag e, then suddenly re­ 
membered he had left the bothersome notebook 
in California. Later, their room was found in 
disarray . 
The incident seemed newsworthy to United 
Press reported Bill Long , who filed a dispatch. 
It was killed. Rankled over this suppression of 
the news. Long turned the story over to the 
Frankfort Abendpost, which published it in 
full. 
Cohn immediately retaliated by investig ating 
Abendpost, as to w^hether the paper had ever 
received a U. S. loan. Cohn also demanded pri­ 
vately that the U. S. Consulate at Frankfort take 
measures ag ainst Abendpost. 
Probing The Libraries 
The two junior G-men paid superficial visits 
to only two of the 48 American libraries in 
Germany , Uien announced to the press that 
they had found Communist books in “virtually 
every ” library . 
In Frankfort Ihey spent only 30 minutes in 
A hectic half-hour search throug h the book­ 
shelves and card files of the U. S. Library , 
answering q uestions from reporters while they 
“investig ated.” Then, leaving newsmen outside, 
they barg ed into the library director’s office. 
Cohn opened the conversation by announcing , 
“Whew, I’m tired,” then pulled off his coat and 
stretched out on 
a couch with his leg s on the 
coffee table. He conducted the entire interrog a­ 
tion from this horizontal position. 
Germans smiled, some openly snickered at 
the local informants used by the McCarthy 
g umshoes to g et the “g oods” on prominent U. 
S. officials. They included: 
1. Wolfg ang 
Loehde, 
28 -y ear-old 
ag itator, 
whose sig nature was found on a communist 
handbill protesting ag ainst the European De­ 
fense community . Loehde 
linked with the 
Red front org anization, Landesg emeinschaft Zur 
Verteidig ung Der Demorkratischen Rechte Und 
Freiheiten in Bay ern. 
2. Hermann Aumer, former Bundestag mem­ 
ber, who was kicked out of the German Leg isla­ 
ture and ex pelled from his political party in 
October, 195 0, when it was proved that he 
accepted 
a 22,000-mark bribe from the oil 
companies to vote for a raise in g asoline prices. 
3. Werner Schobknect, who was dismissed as 
editor of the Coburg Neue Presse because of 
his Nazi backg round. Before he joined forces 
with McCarthy ’s investig ators, Schoeknect put 
out hate circulars, including Das Ex trablatt, 
which viciously attacked President Eisenhower 
and the United States in g eneral. 
Eisler’s Ex -wif« 
Before the two g umshoes left Germany , they 
enlisted Mrs. Hede Massing -Eisler as an investi­ 
g ator for McCarthy . She is the ex -wife of Ger- 
hardt Eisler, who jumped bail here and fled to 
East Germany . 
Cohn and Schine supplied Mrs. Massing 
wirh a McCarthy subpoena to serve if she needed 
it, plus a letter, stating she was an official in­ 
vestig ator fov the McCarthy committee. As they 
boarded the plane to take off. Cohn shouted 
back: “If y ou need any thing , Hede, or if y ou 
g et in any trouble, just call Joe ” 
Mrs. Massing promptly marched into U. S. 
Headq uarters at Munich, presented her cre­ 
dentials and demanded infromation for McCar­ 
thy . The startled officials checked with Bonn, 
which sent circular instructions to all U. S. Con­ 
sulates and information centers that it wasn’t 
r.ccessary to cooperate with Mrs. Massing -Eisler. 
She could he g iven only sucn information as 
was g enerally available to the public, the in- 
tructions read. 
A few weeks later, a sharp cable arrived from 
the State Department in Washing ton, stating 
that Mrs. Massing -Eisler was indeed a bona fide 
Cong ressional investig ator and was to be g ivevn 
all courtesies'.

Hensel And Carr Dismissal 


Leaves Public Hanging In Air

To an outsider looking at the Mundt com­ 
mittee’s 4 to 3 vote to dismiss charg es of mis- 
condut ag ainst Assistant Defense Secretary Hen­ 
sel and Francis Carr, committee staff director, 
it surely must appear that these g entlemen have 
been cleared officially . 
Yet such is not actually the case. What the 
decision really means is that the committee 
does not want the hearing s to drag on indefini­ 
tely . Conseq uently , on a strictly partisan vote, 
it has determined to y ield its responsibility for 
nailing down — under oath — the Hensel 
and Carr portions of the story . 
Take the Hensel matter first. In his formal 
written reply to the Army ’s charg es of im­ 
proper pressure, Senator McCarthy asserted 
that Hensel had “masterminded” the Army re­ 
port in an effort to block investig ation of him. 
The senator said Hensel had acted improperly 
when, as a wartime Navy Department official, 
he org anized a private company which supplied 
shipping firms. 
These are obviously serious accusations. They 
clearly are a key part of the senator’s case, since 
one cannot imag ine any one being more impor­ 
tant than the alleg ed “mastermind” of what is 
said to be an attempt to hamper a cong ressional 
committee. 
It was arg ued in the hearing s that no charg es 
have y et been developed under oath ag ainst 
Hensel. Naturally not. The charg es come from 
the McCarthy side, and until a few day s ag o 
it was the Army which ^was presenting its 
case. Was the Army supposed to accuse Hensel? 
McCarthy has not retracted a sy llable of his 
accusations ag ainst Hensel. He merely sat slient 
while the committee voted to shelve the mat­ 
ter. And it means nothing that Hensel’s attor­ 
ney accepted the committee’.s move. 
I 
Charg es are outstanding ag ainst Hensel, a top 
! defense officer. They have not been repeated un- 
! der oath. They are left hang ing in air. What is 
the final jury , the public, supposed to believe? 
As for Carr, admittedly the .Amry has not 
broug ht much concrete evidence to support 
charg es that he joined in the alleg ed McCarlhy - 
Cohn pressures to g ain favors for Private David 
Schine. But he is acknowledg ed to have been 
a witness to several important conversations 
between principals in the case. 
One would have thoug ht the McCarthy side 
would eag erly seek Carr’s testimony as possibly 
corroborative of the countercharg es ag ainst the 
Army . As a matter of fact Carr is on record in 
a VTitten memorandum to the effect that the 
Army tried to use Schine as a “hostag e” to g et 
the committee’s investig ation called off. He add­ 
ed: “I am convinced they will keep rig ht on 
try ing to blackmail us as long as Schine is in 
the Army .” 
Whatever the committee’s vote, Carr still 
stands accused as at least as a silent backer of 
the alleg ed McCarthy -Cohn pressures on the 
Army . And he still looms as one of the most 
valuable witnesses the McCarthy side could 
concievably call in support of its own alleg ations. 
tn dismissing the Hensel and Carr phases of 
the case, the committee may have shortened the 
hearing s. But it may also have short-circuited 
the public’s prospects of g etting the full truth.

-S en . Mundt 
(R-SD) said today that as “ a di­ 
rect 
result”

McCarthy - 
Army hearings he has drafted a 
bill designed to force decisiv e ac­ 
tion on g o v e r n m e n t employ es 
tabbed by the FBI as possible 
security risks. 
Mundt. presiding ov er the tele­ 
v ised hearings of the Senate In­ 
v estigations subcommittee, said in 
an interv iew it didn’t take the Mc- 
Carthy -Army probe 
to 
conv ince 
him that ‘'the FBI is a terrific 
outfit . . . doing a magnificent 
job as a result of w’hich, too often, 
nothing happens.” 
He said his bill would create in 
the J ustice Department “ a div ision 
of personnel securilv ” to which the 
FBI w’ould report findings adv erse 
to gov ernment employ es. Such re­ 
ports now go to the suspected 
worker’s ‘bosses. 
“ The new’ div ision,” Mundt ex ­ 
plained. ‘‘would do what the FBI 
will not and should not do—ev alu­ 
ate the information the FBI de­ 
v elops.” 
He said specialists in the div i­ 
sion would giv e the information 
ex pert 
and 
fair 
appraisal,

then proceed to force some decL 
siv e action on the findings.

If the convention acta on the 
recommendation, the stand taken 
will not be binding upon any

churches are free to follow or ig­ 
nore convention recommendations. 
Messengers sent to the conven­ 
tion here from Southern Bap^^ist 
churches in 23 states represent 
only 
themselves 
and 
not

churches. 
The Christian Life Commisston 
also will present to the convention) 
its annual report, prepared before 
the Supreme Court decision was 
handed down, and saying: 
“ It is 
time 
for Baptists 
and 
other citizens of out country to re­ 
store to our 13 million Negro peo­ 
ple their rights and privileges as 
guaranteed to them by the con­ 
stitution. 
“ Our treatment of minority peo­ 
ples in our citizeni^ip weakens 
the witness of our pilssionaries in 
other lands even more than in 
their o? m.” 
The supplementary report on the 
court ruling was prepared, the 
Rev. Dr. Miller said, at a meeting 
attended by 17 of the 24 members 
of the commission. 
“ Each of the 17 present, and that 
means that 17 states were repre­ 
sented, voted for it,” he said.
